In recent weeks we've seen a flurry of activity within the Diplomacy press 
concerning the cloudy area of rules. So there be no doubt as to the official 
position of ATLANTIS, some of the issues warrant clarification* 

1. Normally two units cannot directly exchange spaces* There is one wide 
exception to this t rule often referred to as "Costal Crawl" in the split-coast 
provinces of Spain and Bulgaria. (St* • Petersburg is excluded' because a fleet 
on one coast cannot move to-anyof the spaces to which a. fleet on the other coast 
may move.) There are actually. only six such direct exchanges possible^ all of 
which are allowed by ATL/VMTIS:

Note if any of these units were armies the exchange would not be allowed. 

H. There are other ways by which two Units may exchange spaces but they 
must be done indirectly by u,se of a convoy.

The first example may seem silly but it dould be expedient. You can readily see 
the need if A Bel was F.nel.irrh and A Lon was French; it might be the only way to 
cement a new alliance*, But these examples are merely illustrative of numerous

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3« When an army is being convoyed it ie important to know the direction 
of the movement is that of the last conveying fleet, not tho point of origin. 
If the convoy is dislodged* the army does not move, it v-ems *>t its point of 
origin and is totally impotent to aii.ee t any action at its desired destination*
